who ſtopped the mouth of iniquity ; and, 
pader God, cauſed judgment to flow 
down as a river.

But we "oitght not only to ebnilder the 
Toſs it ſelf; we ſhould, as was intimated 
before; conſider the holy hand and provi- 
dence of God therein. God, by the pro- 
phet Iſaiah, amongſt ſome other fore, ca- 
lamities which he brought, or threatned 
to bring, on his people of old for their ſins,
